What is needed in Canada, of course, is a banking system by 
which it would be possible to finance on any character of produced 
and transmutable wealth, in any place and at any time, and not neces- 
sarily with the consent of a privately-owned bank, Already this has 
been perfected in the matter of warehouse receipts and bills of lading 
for wheat, but President Wilson in United States is working out in his 
federal reserve board a system by which it will be possible to get the 
same accommodation on almost any staple product that the ordinary 
demands of commerce make fit security for discount. While the 
Wilson method is round-about, it contains the germ of what must be 
applied to remedy the situation in Canada, 

In other words, it musi be admitted that the banking system as 
at present construed in Canada, fails to suit itself to the requirements 
of a country which relies ‘not on the thing called ‘‘finance,”’ as does 
New York or London, but upon straight hickory-shirted production 
forits prosperity. The change that is necessary is to make the actual, 
tangible products the collateral, instead of s° *ks and bonds. The 
thing that is required is banking for producers and not for gamblers,

“2. The insurance and sick benefit 
premiums or assessments of those 
members admitted prior to August 1, 
1914, serving as aforesaid, will, dur- 
ing the war, or for one year,should 
the war last longer, be paid out of 
the general fund of the high court.

This 
army has evacuated completely the territory of Russian provinces of 
Suwalki and Glonja.”

As I have 
ftlated before, this is a mixed farm- 
ing country, but farmers everywhere 
are beginning to see that this is the 
niost approved method of farming, and 
we have had a great many settlers 
ko in this summer.

Wants No Soup Kitchen 

“We must keep these men out of the 
soup kitchens, Better far for them to 
work for their board or for $10 a 
month than remain idle. The man 
who goes to the soup kitchen deterior- 
ates, loses his self-respect, and comes 
out in the spring degraded, and a 
poorer man physically and morally. I 
am a great believer In work. Work 
is the great thing. It keeps men 
healthy and happy. It keeps their 
mind occupled. It means individual 
growth and development in every 
Way. It means prosperity. We must 
keep these men out of the soup kit- 
chens. 

“A good suggestion has been made 
that Idle men be placed on the farms 
for their board or a small wage during 
the winter, This would be far better 
for them than remaining in cities.

‘ficial Paris Report Says Result of Fierce Battle Still Unde- 
cided but Allies Forced to Yield Certain Points—German 
Army Operating on East Prussian Front, After a Battle 
Lasting Ten Days are Beaten Back—Large Quantity of 
War Material Abandoned in Flight. 


Paris, Oct. 5.—(3:02 p.m,)-——The following official communi- 
cation was given out in Paris this afternoon: 

“On our left wing to .he north of the Oise, the battle continues 
with great violence. The result remains indecisive. We have been 
obliged at certain points to yield ground, 

“Along the remainder of the front there has ben no change. 

“In Russia, after a battle which lasted ten da¥s, the German 
army which was operating between the eastern Prussian front and the 
Niemen river, has been driven back along the entire line and made its 
retreat abandoning a considerable quantity of war material. This 
army has evacuated completely the territory of Russian provinces of 
Suwalki and Glonja.”

A large part of the report was given 
to a consideration of the effect of cer- 
taln economic conditions in criminal 
production. Among the relieving fea- 
tures mentioned were the workman's 
compensation act; factory act prohibit- 
ing the employment of children 14 
years of age and regulating the hours 
of those employed The value of a 
minimum wage clause and the neces- 
sity of giving serious considerntion to 
the question of employees in large de- 
partmental stores were particularly 
stressed. Naturally the report dealt at 
some length with the good work that is 
being accomplished by the juvenile 
courts. Probation officers were spoken 
of as “bie brothers’ diverting the ener- 
gles of mischicvous boys into other 
channels and substituting a christian 
man for a “Jesse James" as their type 
of hero. Juvenile courts have succeed- 
ed in absorbing inty the community the 
boys and girls who have heretofore 
been rewarded as outlaws, 

Public playgrounds, boy seout and 
boy club movements were commended, 
especially where competent leadership 
could be secured. The possibility of 
widening the circle of Influence of the 
chureh and the publie sehool through 
the adoption of the social center ideal 
was strongly recommended, 

The Foreign Population 

Speaking of the difficulty of dealing 
with the foreign clements of the popu- 
lation, Mr. Chadwick said, “From the 
moment the forelener leaves his native| 
land, frequently the victim of the per- 
suarive powers of steamship or la 


agencies, until he ts well settled in his 
nw home, be ts locked upon as a goo 
thing to be worked He is debarred 
from the best society and has Httle op- 
portunity of bettering his position in 
life. The brieht side in the problem 
is that the vocational school idea is 
taking root. The children are classified 
according to their varlous capacities 
and are beginning to find expression in 
lines heretofore closed to them.” 

Reference was made to the method 
by which the country districts are 
robbed of their best life. “Back to] 
the Land,” has become the slogan of 
many earnest workers who desire to | 
eliminate the cesspools of the city, The | 
cry is a hollow one unless it 1s pos- | 
sible to overcome the drudgery that} 
is part of the life on the farm. The | 
daughters of the farmers find their 
livelihood in the stores and offices of 
the cities, and the sons as mechanical 
and general workers, with the result} 
that the farms are deserted by the 
younger life, and the cities are flooded 
with labor that ts unequipped, The) 
result Is discentent and later crime. | 

The report closed with an urgent plea } 
that some serious consideration be} 
given to a more humane and intelligent | 
way of caring for the feeble-minded.
